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MODERN ENGLISH FICTION AND GENERAL LITERATURE, 


It has hardly escaped the recollection of our readers, that in an ar- 
ticle published in a former number of the Circular, we casually ob- 
served that the English literature of the last century, was more elegant 
and brilliant, more graceful and original, than that of the present. 
From this position, a journal of no less influence and respectability 
than the Boston Post, dissented; and by referring to Wordsworth, 
Scott, Byron, and others, sought to bring our assertion into discredit. 
In reply to the observations of our contemporary, we published the 
article on the “Comparative Literature of the 18th and 19th Cen- 
turies,” wherein we refuted its assumptions. But the Post, notwith- 
standing, could not submit. Resolved upon paying homage to the 
present, at the expense of the past, it “submits” that “the nineteenth 
century has yet but fifty-five years to set against the ripe one hundred 
of its immediate predecessor,” which argument illustrates, of course, 
the worthlessness and futility of its former position. We are quite certain 
that if we were to enquire, personally, of the writer in the Post, who 
was the most “elegant and graceful” of English authors, he would not 
think of referring us to any of those now living, but that his imagination 
would be carried back to the last half of the eighteenth century—to 
the days of Swift and Burke, of Gibbon and lume, of Pope and Addi- 
son, of Goldsmith and Sheridan. A few talented men there may be in 
England at present, and knowledge there may be more generally dif- 
fused, and more equally divided among the people, than it was one 
hundred years ago; but men of wit and genius wre, seemingly, as 
numerous in London, in those days, as stars are in the Milky Way! 
Here we might rest, if the Post had not raised a collateral issue. 

We observed, in the article to which we have above alluded, that 
of all modern writers of English Fiction, Charles Dickens was the only 
man of genius ; while authors like Thackeray and Bulwer might be ex- 
ceedingly talented and clever. Such doctrine was to the Post, high 
treason. It lost temper; and in a loud moral tone of virtuous indig- 
nation, exclaimed: “ now, right or wrong, we can have little in com- 
mon with a man who talks of Bulwer and Thackeray as being merely 
talented!!!” We thought, of course, upon perusing this dogmatic ex- 
communication, that our heresy had won for us a place “upon the in- 
dex!” From such a calamity, however, we found consolation in the 
fact, that our whiskers were once maliciously pulled, by a well-meaning 
maiden, whose eyes were scarcely dry from tears shed over the pages 
of “ Lalla Rhook,” because we called Byron a greater poet than Moore. 
Our Boston critic, we supposed, starting from this syllogism, was, when 
the above sentence was penned, fresh from a perusal of the last effu- 
tions of Thackeray and Bulwer; and hence it was but partly natural, 
that in a sentimental mood, he should put us the childish interrogatory, 
if we were “intimate” with two mythical heroes—‘one Thomas New- 
come and one Audley Egerton?” To which we return the answer, 
“not so intimately as to merit either our admiration or esteem.” 

_ Several days after the rejoinder of the Post appeared, Mr. G. W. 
Curtis delivered a lecture in Boston, upon Bulwer, in which he ad- 
vanced ideas almost similar to those expressed by the Cireular. Con- 
sequently, he was made the target of the newspaper press of that city; 
and we had the honor of being coupled with him, in most of those ar- 
ticles, which his able lecture called forth. As usual, under such 
circumstances, in order that this power might erect its idols; others 
must be pulled down. Smollett and Fielding must be annihilated, to 
make room for Thackeray and Bulwer; precisely as the most glorious 





of Pagan productions were erased from parchment manuscripts, by 
the ignorant monks of the middle age, to be substituted by the mystic 
effusions of theological boobies. The best novels of Paul de Kooq, 
observes the Post, “ are scarcely coarser than ‘Tom Jones’ and ‘ Rod- 
erick Random,’ that the Publishers’ Circular and Potiphar Curtis are 
praising so highly just now.” Verily, one might naturally think that 
this young man was laboring under the influence of one of Increase 
Mather’s sermons; and that he had formed the pious resolution of 
hanging, for various nameless transgressions, all the cats, witches, and 
Quakeresses, in the land. But, no! He means well enough. He will 
correct his error by and bye. Meantime, we, with Mr. Ourtis, must 
warn the people against that superficial cant, which—without a knowledge 
of the laws of art and genius—seeks to have the counterfeit and bom- 
bastic twaddle of modern book-makers, obtain equal currency with 
the sterling product of nobler minds. 

The imprudent friends of Messrs. Thackeray and Bulwer, are the 
greatest enemies that these gentlemen have. Doubtless they are ex- 
cellent writers; but they cannot fail of suffering by comparison. A 
Canary may, by its artless sweetness and simplicity, charm the fancy ; 
and so might the novels of Bulwer or Thackeray, soothe moments of 
ennui, notwithstanding their pedantic exaggerations and ill-natured ca- 
ricatures. But a canary cannot be transformed into a nightingale; 
nor can merely successful writers be ranked with men of genius. Be- 
cause an author proves useful and profitable to publishers and book- 
sellers, it does not follow as a consequence, that he is transcendently 
great. If this were the criterion by which genius should be estimated, 
then would Humboldt be among the smallest of men! The American 
publisher of “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin” assures us that he has sold over 
three hundred thousand copies of that work; while the sale of “ Wil- 
helm Meister,” has certainly not exceeded ten thousand, in this country. 
So that if the verdict of the uncritical public, is left to decide between 
Goethe and Mrs. Stowe, the former will sink into insignificance ; but it 
is no detraction from the talents of the latter, to observe, that it is pos- 
sible, when the eminent family of which she is an ornament, are buried 
with the oblivion of the past, Meister and Mignon will delight the think- 
ers of posterity. And, we will venture to add, that the same may be 
said, with comparative justice, of “ the Caxtons,” “Pendennis” “ My 
Novel,” and “ Vanity Fair” ; when ranked with such classics as “ Rod- 
erick Random” and “ The Vicar of Wakefield,’ with “Tom Jones” and 
“ Gulliver’s Travels. 

We must not, however, be understood as regarding these works as 
perfect. Far from it. But their imperfections do not lie in what the 
Boston Post calls “ coarseness.” Judged by the standard of modern sen- 
timental affectation, coarse and impure some of them, doubtless, are; 
but it should be remembered, that they were written in an age when 
things that are now unmentionable, were called by their proper names, 
without giving offence to the most fastidiously polite. Besides, the 
vices with which these authors had to contend were great and glaring. 
The foolish charge of “coarseness,” is that which the pedant sceptic 
brings against the Bible. If “‘Tom Jones” is an immoral and coarse 
performance, then so are those noblest creations in British plastic Art, 
“The Harlot’s Progress ;" and it cannot be doubted that the Idealism 
which called into being either work, as well as poor Hood’s “ Bridge of 
Sighs,” had its root in a common feeling, of kind and genial sympathy, 
for the great tragedy of human life. It is to this grand undertone of 
pity and tenderness, which pervades the pages of “ Roderick Random ” 
and “Tom Jones,” that such writers as Thackeray and Bulwer are en- 
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tire strangers. To talk of their supposed coarseness is to talk nonsense, 
and to make an unnecessary display of one’s ignorance. For Fielding 
and Smollett—like Shakspeare, Goethe, and Michael Angelo—were 
great artists; and if they occasionally painted figures in the nude, it 
‘was because Nature made them so, and it was better that they should 
have been so represented. To illustrate: If Shakspeare makes Othello 
brand his wife with the vilest epithet in our language ; his purpose in so 
doing, was to show how the pure and chaste womanhood of Desdemona, 
would shrink from giving utterance to so foul a word. This we regard 
as the high art of Genius. And we would, accordingly, deplore as sin- 
cerely, any alteration in the texts of Fielding and Smollett, to suit the 
taste of our Puritanical friends, as we do now that ungainly drapery by 
Perngino, which covers the beauties of Michael Angelo’s “ Creator.” 
It is time, perhaps, to state, that we have no disposition to detract 
from the true powers of Bulwer and Thackeray. There is no reason 
why we should entertain any such desire. We respect both of them, 
But must the past of English literature be sacrificed to these idols? And 
shall they be permitted to wear laurels which do not belong to them? 

That the former is not a man of genius, has, inadvertently no doubt, 

been established by his votarist in the Boston Post. In one of his can- 
ticles of praise, that fascinated young man observes: “ Bulwer has writ- 
ten voluminously. He began with a class of romances which have been 
justly termed “ pernicious.” His earlier works do have a tone of false 
sentiment and doubtful morality. No one denies it. But he has gone 
on improving and elevating. His later works have gradually lost their 
tinge of false coloring. And now, after a life of literary labor, when 
we might fairly suppose he had exhausted his powers, he has given to 
the world,” My Novel. Well, a better description than this, of a liter- 
ary plodder—of what is vulgarly denominated “a self-made man”—it 
would be extremely absurd to desire. That Bulwer has written some 
clever sentences, perhaps pages, we have never been disposed to deny ; 
so should any ordinary thinker, who would be the compiler of an equal 
number of books. But all that he has given to the world, bear the 
stamp of unceasing labor and of the midnight lamp. Now genius, on 
the contrary, is a kind of prophetic and divine inspiration. It is a 
heavenly intuition of soul, which compels man to give outward form to 
the internal creations of his mind. This was the demon of Socrates, 
and the devil in the flesh of Voltaire. From persons thus gifted, words 
of beauty and wisdom drop spontaneous and gentle as the golden dew 
drops of autumn. They write, not so much from choice as from the 
necessity of their nature. And the creations of genius are various and 
fantastical—sometimes revelling in clouds of fancy like the sportive cu- 
pids of Correggio; and sometimes, as in the “ Divine Comedy” of 
Dante wrestling with the mysteries of Eternity. But genius needs not 
the starch of labor nor the tinsel of sentimental cant. For it blossoms 
into flowers of promise as did the chosen rod of the high-priest ; and its 
pure influence is as refreshing to humanity, as the water which followed 
the wand of Moses, from the rock of Meribah, was to the thirsting 
Israelites. 

The greatest works of Thackeray and Bulwer, lack that idealism 
which is one of the distinctive marks of genius. These authors are in- 
capable of giving that personality to a mythus, by means of which they 
could elucidate a moral idea. Every reader will remember the story of 
the visionary artist in Johnson’s ‘* Rasselas,” who, not contented with the 
ordinary mode of locomotion, sought to transcend his nature by arti- 
ficial wings; but ended the wild project in a neighboring pond. Here 
is a life-drama, told in a single chapter; just as Dante’s story of Fran- 
cesca da Rimini, because of the ideal introduction of the novel of Sir 
Launcelot, will ever retain its deep and solemn interest. This intui- 
tive art, so to speak, was eminently characteristic of the creators of the 
Greek Mythi ; and of the authors of ‘The Arabian Night,” and of “Gul- 
liver’s Travels.” But it is sought for in vain in the writings of Bulwer 
and Thackeray. All their heroes and heroines, are exaggerated, un- 
natural, impossible human beings. Neither are they mythic fictions, like 
the characters of Shakspeare, representative of nature in universal man, 
Indeed they are external, to all human experience; but their romantic 





exaggerations—their false colouring—and their sentimental bombast 

please the ears of the uncritical public, and tickle its fancy. This is 
the secret of the popularity of their authors. We all know how fayor. 
ably the wild ravings of the stupid Claude Melnotte, and the sickening 
sentimentalism of his Pauline, are received at our theatres. And yet, 
Bulwer never gave to the public a more natural delineation of character 
than we find in his “ Lady of Lyons!” The maudlin weakness which 
characterized his earlier novels, as well as the immoral licentiousness of 
his later productions, have been left off, only to be substituted by the 
overbearing pedantries and impossibilities of ‘‘ The Caxtons” and “ My 
Novel.” In short, what Barnum is to business, and M. Meyerhbeer to 
music, Bulwer is to literature—a successful humbug! Thackeray js 
infinitely a greater man; but even he falls far short of true greatness, 
His idea of human nature, is as elevated as Barney Williams’s concep- 
tion of Irish character. It is true, he is a satirist: but so was Addison; 
and which is the most genial, Sir Roger de Coverley or Thackeray's 
caricatures? The latter, we freely acknowledge, has a fine sense of the 
ridiculous, and is a keen observer of mankind; but the Satyr who sits 
grinning at the weaknesses of his fellow beings, and chuckles with fran. 
tic delight, in the anticipation of exposing their naked deformities to 
the vulgar gaze, is hardly to be admired, much less, worshipped. And 
yet, such are the men exalted by the Boston Pos¢, and some of its neigh- 
bors, above Fielding and Smollett! Alas, as well might it compare 
Olympus to a Mole, and class Parnassus with a Wart. 

In his agony to do something for the English authors of the present 
day, it is “passing strange” that the writer in the Post should have 
omitted naming the most celebrated of them. Even the author of 
the best Romance of “English History” in our language, T. B. Ma- 
cauly, seems beneath his notice. And can it be possible that his 
passion for fiction is so great, as to render him ignorant of the noble 
historic labors of George Grote, of William Mure, of Dean Milman and 
of Henry Hallam; of Samuel Birch in Egyptology ; of Whewell, Fa- 
raday, Brewster and Lord Ross, in science; of Dr. Wordsworth, Arch- 
deacon Hare, Henry Rogers, F. W. Newman, and F. D. Maurice in 
theology; or of Carlyle and M’Kay in criticism. Every one of these 
men is eminent, nor need the nineteenth century be ashamed of 
them. But have they added aught to the “elegance, gracefulness 
and beauty,” which characterized the English literature of the last 
century? Certainly not. And we will here take the liberty of adding, 
that if our friend of the Post, is necessarily wed to fiction, he must not 
forget that there are, and have been, American authors—Cooper, Irving, 
Hawthorne—worthy of being ranked, at least, with Thackeray and 
Bulwer. 

Here our discussion of this topic ends. 
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PERIODICAL LITERATURE. 


On the 8th of February, 1696, our friend John Dunton completed the 
nineteenth volume of ‘The Athenian Mercury, resolving all the most 
nice and curious questions proposed by the ingenious.’ This penny tract, 
published twice a-week, consisted of a single leaf. ‘The ingenious” 
ceased to question, and the “ Athenian Society,” as the bookseller called 
his scribes, ceased to answer, after six years of this oracular labor. 
There came an irruption of the barbarians, in the shape of “ nine news- 
papers every week.” John proposed to resume his task “ as soon as 
the glut of news is a little over.” The countryman waiting for theriver . 
to roll by was not more mistaken. In 1709 there was one daily paper 
in London; twelve, three times a-week; and three, twice a-week. 
Amongst those of three times a-week was ‘The Tatler,’ which com- 
menced April 12, 1709. The early Tatlers had their regular foreign in- 
telligence. They were as much newspapers as ‘ The Flying Post’ and 
‘The Postboy.’ But Isaac Bickerstaff, Esq., very soon discontinued the 
information which he derived from letters from the Hague and advices 
from Berlin. He had something of a more original character to offer 
his readers. The state of popular enlightenment at this period has been 
described by Johnson in his Life of Addison :—“ That general know- 
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ledge which now circulates in common talk was in his time rarely to 
be found. Men not professing learning were not ashamed of ignorance ; 
and in the female world any acquaintance with books was distinguished 
only to be censured.” Steele and Addison had to form the taste of the 
new generation that they were addressing. They knew that there was 
a large class craving amusement, who might at the same time be refined 
and instructed without the pretensions of “the budge doctors of the 
stoic fur.” They meddled little with politics. They left the furious 
discussions about Church and State to papers with an earnest political 
purpose, of which Charles Leslie, a violent Tory, thus spoke in his ‘ Re- 
hearsals :'—“‘ The greatest part of the people do not read books; most 
of them cannot read at all: but they will gather together about one 
that can read, and listen to an Observator or Review, in the streets.” The 
Tatler has been described as a great success; but we may measure that 
success by that of the more popular Spectator. In No. 555 of that work 
Steele says :—‘‘ The tax on each half-sheet has brought into the Stamp- 
Office, one week with another, above £20 a-week, arising from the 
single paper, notwithstanding it at first reduced it to less than half the 
number that was usually printed before the tax was laid.” The tax 
being a half-penny, this would only show a daily circulation of 1600, 
and of about 3000 when it was unstamped. But the sale in volumes, 
according to the same statement, was as high as 9000 of each volume. 
This fact gives us a higher notion of the popularity of these charming 
papers, and of the consequent extent of general reading, than any other 
circumstance in the literary history of that period. But even the com- 
paratively small daily sale was of importance, as showing that the great 
middle class was beginning to seek something better than could be 
found in the coarse and meagre news-sheets. The annals of ‘ The Gen- 
tlemen’s Society at Spalding’ record that in April, 1709, some residents 
there heard of the Tatlers, and ordered them to be sent to the coffee- 
house in the Abbey-yard:—“ They were accordingly had, and read 
there every post-day, generally aloud to the company, who could sit 
and talk over the subject afterwards.” The narrative goes on to say 
that “in March, 1711, the Spectator came out, which was received and 
read here as the Tatler had been.” Such are the beginnings of popular 
knowledge. What the Tatler and Spectator were to the gentlemen of 
Spalding, the Penny Magazine and Chambers’ Journal were to many a 
mechanic a hundred and twenty years after. One of this class has re- 
corded'the influence of such works, which addressed a far larger number 
than could bo addressed at the beginning of the eighteenth century :— 
“The Penny Magazine was published. I borrowed the first volume, 
and determined to make an effort to possess myself with the second. 
Accordingly, with January, 1833, I determined to discontinue the use 
of sugar in my tea, hoping that my family would not then feel the sacri- 
fice necessary to buy the book ....I looked as anxiously for the issue of 
the monthly part as I did for the means of getting a living.” * It is this 
spirit in the great mechanical class of this country that, in spite of some 
popular reading that is corrupting, and much that is frivolous, will ulti- 
mately raise and purify even the meanest sheet of our cheap literature, 
and compel those who have the responsibility of addressing large masses 
of the people to understand that an influential portion do feel that the 
acquirement of knowledge is worth some sacrifice. 

The ‘Complete Catalogue of Modern Books, published from the be- 
ginning of the century to 1756,’ contains 5,280 new works. In this 
Catalogue “all pamphlets and other tracts” are excluded. We can 
scarcely, therefore, compare this period, as to the number of books pub- 
lished, with that of 1680. The average number of the first 57 years of 
the 18th century was 93 new workseach year. At the beginning of the; 
century, the price of a folio or quarto volume ranged from 10s. to 12s. 
an octavo from 5s. to 6s.; and a duodecimo from 2s. 6d. to 3s. We 
have the original ‘Tatler’ before us, with its curious advertisements of 
books, sales by the candle, cordial elixirs, lotteries, and bohea tea at 24s, 
a-pound. Whitelocke’s ‘ Memorials,’ folio, is advertised at 12s.; Rowe’s 
edition of Shakspeare, 8vo., is 5s. per volume; ‘The Peerage of Eng- 
land,’ 8vo., 6s.; Shakspeare’s Poems, 12mo., 1s. 6d.; ‘The Monthly

Amusement,’ each number containing a complete novel, is 1s.; Sermons 
are 2d. each. We learn, from other sources, that the first edition of 
‘The Dunciad’ was a sixpenny pamphlet; whilst ‘The Governor of 
Cyprus, a Novel,’ and ‘The Wanton Fryar, a Novel,’ were each 12s. 
The number printed of an edition was, no doubt, very moderate, except 
chiefly of books that were associated with some popular excitement. 
Sacheverell’s Trial is said to have sold 30,000; as, in a later period, 80,- 
000 were sold of Burke’s ‘ Reflections on the Revolution in France.’ 
The old booksellers were cautious about works of imagination when 
they were expected to pay handsomely for copyright. The manuscript 
of ‘Robinson Crusoe’ was pronounced dangerous by the whole tribe of 
publishers, till one ventured upon an edition. The demand was such 
that the copies could only be supplied by dividing the work amongst 
several printers. One of Defoe’s numerous assailants, in attempting to 
ridicule him, gives the best evidence of his popularity: “ There is not 
an old woman that can go to the price of it but buys ‘ The Life and Ad- 
ventures,’ and leaves it asa legacy with the ‘ Pilgrim's Progress.’ Rich- 
ardson’s ‘ Pamela,’ published in 1741, sold five editions in one year. 
There are fabulous accounts of Millar, the publisher, clearing £18,000, 
by ‘Tom Jones.’ In those times the Dublin pirates were as assiduous in 
their plunder of English copyrights as the American publishers have 
been in plundering the English, and the English the American, in our 
days. Richardson was driven wild by the publication of half ‘Sir 
Charles Grandison ’ in Ireland, in a cheap form, before a single volume 
was issued in England. There was a regular sys‘em of bribery in the 
English printing offices, through which the Dublin booksellers organ- 
ized their robberies. They sold their books surreptitiously in England 
and Scotland; and from their greater cheapness they had the command 
of their own market. This system lasted till the Union. 

The prices of books do not appear to have much increased at the 
beginning of the reign of George III. In some cases their moderation 
is remarkable. We have seen how small was the demand for the first 
volume of Hume’s ‘ Histovy’ in 1754. We have a number of ‘ The Gaz- 
etteer and New Daily Advertiser’ at hand, May 9, 1764; and there we 
learn, from an advertisement, what a change ten years had produced. 
A new edition of the third and fourth vo'umes, in quarto, is advertised 
at £1 5s.; but “the proprietor, at the desire of many who wish to be 
possessed of this valuable and esteemed history, is induced to a monthly 
publication, which will not exceed e'ght volumes.” These volumes 
were 5s. each. It is manifest that the bookseller had found a new class 
to address when he issued the monthly volumes.) Hume says, “ Not- 
withstanding the variety of winds and seasons to which my writings 
have been exposed, they have still been making such advances that the 
copy-money given me by the booksellers much exceeded anything for- 
merly known in England.” He had complained of the neglect of the 
“considerable for rank or letters.” His publisher saw that a history 
with such charms of style—so freed from tedious quotations from state 
papers and statutes—so unlike the great folios of Carte and Rapin—was 
a book for a new race of readers. Coleridge humorously enough says— 
“Poets and philosophers, rendered diffident by their very number, ad- 
dressed themselves to ‘learned readers:’ then, aimed to conciliate the 
graces of ‘the candid reader;’ till, the critic still rising as the author 
sank, the amateurs of literature collectively were erected into a muni- 
cipality of judges, and addressed as ‘the Town.’ And now, finally, all 
men being supposed to read, and all readers able to judge, the multita- 
dinous ‘ Public,’ shaped into personal unity by the magic of abstraction, 
sits nominal despot on the throne of criticism.”* There is a great truth 
beneath the sarcasm. The enduring patronage of the public was begin- 
ning when Andrew Millar was bold enough to publish Hume’s History 
in monthly five-shilling volumes. But there are still many evidences 
that the commerce of books at that period, and subsequently, did not 
contemplate the existence of a large class of buyers, beyond those who 
were at ease in their fortunes. In that farrago of sense and absurdity, 
‘The Life of: James Lackington, the present Bookseller, Finsbury- 
square, London, written by himself? (1791), there is a remarkable dis-

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closure of the mode in which books were prevented being sold cheaply 
after the original demand had been satisfied :—“ When first invited to 
these trade-sales, I was very much surprised to learn that it was com- 
mon for such as purchased remainders to destroy one-half or three- 
fourths of such books, and to charge the full publication price or nearly 
that, for such as they kept on hand. And there was a kind of standing 
order amongst the trade that, in case any one was known to sell arti- 
cles under the publication price, such a person was to be excluded from 


trade sales—so blind were copyright holders to their own interest.”: 


In the same manner, it is within the memory of many living persons 
that there was an invariable high price for fish in London, because the 
wholesale dealers at Billingsgate always destroyed a portion of what 
came to market, if the supply were above the average. The dealers in 
fish had not recognised the existence of a class who would buy for thejr 
suppers what the rich had not taken for their dinners; and knew not 
that the stalls of Tottenham Court Road had as many customers ready 
for a low price as the shops of Charing Cross for a high price. The 
fishmongers had not discovered that the price charged to the evening 
customers had no effect of lowering that of the morning. Nor had the 
booksellers discovered that there were essentially two, if not more, 
classes of customers for books—those who would have the dearest and 
the newest, and those who were content to wait till the gloss of novel- 
ty had passed off, and good works became accessible to them, either in 
cheaper reprints, or “ remainders ” reduced in price. But books and 
fish have one material difference. Good books are not impaired in value 
when they are cheapened. Their character, which has been established 
by the first demand, creates a second and a larger demand. Lacking- 
ton destroyed no books that were worth saving, but sold them as he 
best could. We have no quarrel with his self-commendation when he 
says, “I could almost be vain enough to assert that I have thereby 
been highly instrumental in diffusing that general desire for reading 
now so prevalent among the inferior orders of society.” 

What Lackington thought “a general desire for reading” was, 
nevertheless, a very limited desire. ‘The inférior orders of society ” 
who had the desire did not comprehend many of the mechanics, and 
none of the husbandry laborers. It may be doubted whether the Mag- 
azine Literature that the eighteenth century called forth ever went be- 
yond the gentry and the superior traders. Kippis says of the mag- 
azines, “they have been the means of diffusing a general habit of 
reading through the nation.” There appears to have been asort of tacit 
agreement amongst all who spoke of public enlightenment in the days of 
George III. to put.out of view the great body of “ the nation” who paid 
for their bread by their weekly wages. The magazines were cer- 
tainly never addressed to this class. But for the general book-buyers 
of the time, Cave’s project of ‘The Gentleman’s Magazine’ was a great 
step in popular literature. The booksellers would not join him in what 
they held to be arisk. When he had succeeded, and sold 10,000, then 
they set up the rival ‘London Magazine.’ Cave threw all his energy 
into the magazine, and wasrewarded. “ He scarcely ever looked out of 
the window, but with a view to its improvement,” said Johnson. ‘ The 
Gentleman’s Magazine’ commenced in 1781. Then came, year after 
year, magazines “as plenty as blackberries :”—‘ The London,’ ‘ The Uni- 
versal,’ ‘The Literary,’ ‘The Royal,’ ‘The Complete,’ ‘The Town and 
Country,’ ‘The Ladies’ ‘The Westminster,’ ‘The European,’ ‘The 
Monthly.’ The first popular review, ‘The Monthly,’ was published in 
1749, and ‘ The Critical’ in 1756. The public were now firmly estab- 
lished as the real patrons of letters. There was an end of poor authors 
knocking at great men’s doors with a bundle of books. There was an 
end to paid Dedications and gratulatory Odes. Johnson could afford to 
launch his Dictionary without the help of the Earl of Chesterfield. 
Hume became “ not only independent but opulent ” through the “ copy 
money ” of the booksellers. 

The publication of Collections of the Poets was another proof of 
the extension of the reading public. The man who first projected such 
& Collection went for cheapness. In 1777 John Bell announeed an edi- 
tion of ‘The Poets of Great Britain; complete from Chaucer to 





Churchill.’ The London booksellers, to the number of forty, held g 
meeting, to resist what they considered an invasion of their literary 
property—some works within the time of the statute of Anne being 
legally theirs—others their copyright by courtesy. They resolved to 
combine their various interests; and they produced that edition of the 
Poets, in 68 volumes, which is called Johnson’s, though, according to 
Malone, he never saw a line of the text. The ‘ Lives,’ which Johnson 
wrote for two hundred guineas, will endure as a great classic work, 
however deformed by hasty or prejudiced judgment. Many of the 
Poets given in the series have no pretension to be looked upon again, 
except as a part of literary history, which may show how the most fee- 
ble may attain reputation in an age of mediocrity. The booksellers 
spoke contemptuously of Bell’s edition, which they called “trifling,” 
They boasted their superior printing; but they gave no place in their 
Collection to Chaucer, Spencer, or Donne, as Bell had done. They did 
not care to direct the public taste;—they printed what they thought 
would sell. The demand for such Collections has always been one of 
the proofs of a healthy condition of public intelligence ; but the want 
has not often been supplied with any judgment beyond that of the rude 
commercial estimate of the prevailing fashion in poetry. It is extreme- 
ly difficult to deal with such matters. All literary students have a 
proper horror of abridgments and analyses. They want all of an 
author, or none. You can neither make Chaucer extremely popular by 
an entire reprint, nor command a large sale by partial extract. But 
John Bell was right, in 1777, to risk the printing of three great early 
poets, whilst the booksellers began with Waller. Here were poets that 
can never be wholly obsolete. But the rubbish called poetry that found 
its way, by trade preferences, into Johnson’s edition—the inanities of 
the drivellers between Pope and Gray—let not these be reproduced in 
our time, when such Collections are coming again into fashion, and 
showing, as they showed before, an extension of readers. 


Kiterary Intelligence, 
AMERICAN. 


James T. Fields has presented to the Boston Mercantile Library Associa- 
tion a series of autograph letters of all the Presidents of the United States, 
handsomely framed in the order of their seniority in office. Among them is 
a letter by John Adams, dated Philadelphia, April 8th, 1777, addressed to 
his son, John Quincy Adams, who was then nine years of age. 


Proressor Acassiz’s New Worx.—It will be observed that the subserip- 
tion list to Professor Agassiz’s contributions to the Natural History of the 
United States is nearly full, The number of subscribers is limited to two 
thousand, and seventeen hundred names have already been obtained, All 
who are desirous of possessing this most valuable work will see the necessity 
of subscribing at once. The names of subscribers will be inserted in the 
first volume. 


Hisrortca, Soctery—AnnvuaL Meetinc.—The session yesterday afternoon 
was unusually full, and composed of 20 or 30 members, among which were 
Gov. Lawrence, of Newport, the Secretary of State, Judges Brayton and 
Staples, ete. After the reading of the Journal, Dr. Stone read a report for 
the northern district. The Treasurer then read his report, which does not 
betray any sign of opulence, or that the Society has any great amount of 
funds, or bond or mortgage. A communication was received and read from 
a scientific society, in Prussia, expressive of a desire to exchange documents. 
A motion was passed expressive of a wish to petition the Legislature for ex- 
emption from taxes. The society then proceeded to the election of officers. 
Albert G. Greene was chosen President; S. C. Arnold, 1st Vice-president; 
G. A. Brayton, 2nd do. do. Henry Beckwith, Secretary; Dr. Stone, Cabinet 
Keeper for the Northern District; B. B. Howland, for Southern do. The 
various Committees were all re-elected. Charles A. Sabin and Americus V. 
Potter, were nominated and elected members. Judge Staples made a motion 
which was carried, that hereafter, all new members be voted for and nomi- 
nated separately.—Prov. Trans.

Quick Printing anp Pusticatioy.—Messrs. Phillips, Sampson & Co., an- 
nounce the issue of their edition of the two new volumes of Macaulay’s His- 
tory of England. We understand that the copy was only received on the 
fourth of the present month, yet, in seven days, the whole of the two volumes 
were composed, stereotyped, printed off, bound and published! This is 
a feat in the way of enterprise worthy of being placed upon permanent 
record. 
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History or Coxcorp.—This long expected work, numbering 786 pages, a 
large portion of them in small type, will be ready for subscribers and all 
other purchasers ina few days. It is the largest work ever published in New 
Hampshire, and it is hoped will be found creditable to the author, (who has 
spent many years in collecting the materials of which it consists,) and to the 

ople of this ancient place, whose history is minutely given, from the dim 
and distant period when the soil was peopled by those Aborigines who made 
Penacook their chief abiding place in this portion of New Hampshire, down 
to the organization of the City Government. A large sum has been expended 
in the preparation and printing of this volume. The maps, portraits, engrav- 
ings, and other illustrations, (procured partly by appropriations from the city 
treasury, but chiefly at individual expense), alone cost more than seven hun- 
dred dollars. —Statesman. 


John S. C. Abbott, whose history of Napoleon, first published in Harpers’ 
Magazine, has attracted much notice, sent a copy of his work to the present 
Emperor recently, and has received a letter and gold medal in reply. 


It is said that Mr. Wesley, one of the proprietors of the Daily Times, has 
urchased of Mr. Fletcher Harper, Jr, the latter’s interest in that paper for 
$50,000, which sum has been paid in cash. The interest consists of thirty 
shares each of the par value of $1,000; and therefore the purchase money 
includes the handsome premium of $20,000. 


Hevrew Untverstry.—The Hebrews lately in session in Cleveland, have 
resolved to found a University for the education of their people. It is to be 
located in Cincinnati. 


The Christian Review begins its twenty-first volume with the present 
month. It is an ably conducted quarterly, designed to promote the interests 
of the Baptist denomination. The present number opens with an extended 
paper on “ The Esthetic Influence of Nature,” and contains among other arti- 
eles a biographical sketch of the late Rev. Dr. Cone, founded on his Funeral 
Discourse, delivered in this city, by Rev. Dr. Armitage. 


Deato oF Dr. Cuovtes.—With deep regret we hear of and announce tke 
death of the Rev. John Overton Choules, D.D. He arrived in this city from 
Newport, R. I., on Tuesday, January Ist, on a holiday visit, and was the 
guest of Mr. Nelson Robinson, in whose house, on Saturday evening, minis- 
tered unto with every attention that affection could suggsst, he calmly and 

eacefully yielded up his spirit to Him who gave it. We understand that 

r. Choules, on his arrival in this city, was laboring under a severe cold, and 
that the sndden termination of this to congestion of the lungs was the cause 
of his death. Dr. Choules was born in Bristol, England, was about fifty-five 
years of age, had resided in this country from his early youth, and was one of 
the most eminent divines in the American Baptist Church. At the time of 
his death he wassettled at Newport, Rhode Island, where he was the beloved 
pastor ofa large and flourishing congregation, He was also for many years 
the equally beloved pastor of one of the Baptist churches iu this city. To 
the graces of a Christian minister, Dr. Choules added the erudition of a scho- 
lar and the accomplishments of a fine writer. He was the author of several 
works of celebrity, and was peculiarly successful in the education of youth, 
many of whom, from under his care, have since risen to be among the first 
men in the country.

FOREIGN. 


Ittusrratep Worxs.—Of a volume that has ranked with the most beauti- 
ful of all gift-books—one of the first indeed in the class of illustrated books 
now so numerous—Lockhart’s Spanish Ballads—there has just appeared a 
revised edition, even more brilliant as it seems to us, with gold color, and 
the daintiest embellishment, than heretofore. A generous biographical 
sketch of Lockhart, extracted from the Zimes, is prefixed to the volume, 
which is enriched also by a fine portrait of Lockhart, engraved in the best 
manner, Of the noble ballads thus collected and adorned it is needless now to 
speak. Their reputation is firmly established, and in this form will long 
contribute to the pleasure of all lovers of art and poetry. Until perceptions 
of the beautiful have become dull amongst us, such a book is in no danger of 
losing its popularity. 

The book-buying power of England is every year increasing, as we see 
by the increasing sale of favorite works that are new, and by the advane- 
ing price of favorite books that are old. Mr. Dickens and Mr. Macaulay 
have more readers this Christmas than ever. Thirty-five thousand copies of 
the first number of “ Little Dorrit” have been sold; and there will soon be 
thirty-five thousand copies of the ‘‘ History of England” in the market. In 
the Preface to “‘Bleak House,” Mr. Dickens told us that he had found 
more readers for that work than for any other in the long procession of his 
tales:—the circulation, we believe, was thirty-two thousand. “Little 
Derrit,” therefore, begins her story to an audience increased by three thousand 
purchasers, The first impression of Mr. Macaulay’s former volumes con- 
sisted, we believe, of five thousand; the first impression of the volumes 
which we review to-day was twenty-five thousand. But the work is again 
in the press,—and ten thousand more copies will soon be ready. These 
Issues will amount almost to the full sale of the old volumes; the total 
sum of the many editions of these latter, including the unsold stock, being 
forty thousand copies. The history of the London book-trade offers no ex- 








ample of such sales in former times; except, perha in the case of Byron, 
whose boxst it was that thirty thousand copies of one of his poems were 
sold in one day.—Mr. Murray's sale last week offers further evidence of the 
vigorous and healthy state of the book-trade. In spite of the depressing 
influence of the War, his new works found ready purchasers, as the follow- 
ing list of a few of the sales will show: Mr. Grote’s twelfth volume of “The 
History of Greece,” 1,200—Dr. Liddell’s “Rome,” 800—Mr. Porter's “Five 
Years in Damascus,” 600—Dean Milman’s “Latin Christianity,” 600—* Puss 
in Boots,” 2,000—“ The Englishman in America,” 1,000—Mr. Fergusson’s 
“ Handbook of Architecture,” 1,000. 


A letter from Gottingen reports the death of Professor Karl Friedrich 
Hermann, in the 52nd year of his age. He was one of the best philologists 
in Germany, and drew many students to Gottingen. This university has 
within 12 months lost six professors, among whom are Lucke, Gauss, and 
Fuchs. 


Mr. John Forster, author of the admirable “ Life of Goldsmith,” and other 
popular books, has been gazetted in England as Secretary to the Commission 
of Lunacy—a place worth £800 a year, and involving a residence in London. 
Mr. Proctor (Barry Cornwall) is a member of the Commission with a salary 
of £1,500. 


The Grand Duchess Helen is thought likely to be elected President of the 
Academy of Sciences at St. Petersburg. There is precedent for the election 
of a woman to this office. In the days of the Empress Catherine, the infa- 
mous Princess Dashkoff sat in the chair of learning, and ruled the sciences 
with her fan. 


The English papers mention the death of Mr. Josiah Conder, for twenty- 
three years editor of the London Patriot, and for a considerable time pro- 
prietor of the Eclectic Review. 


Martin Lurner’s Lasors —From 1517 to 1526, the first ten years of the 
Reformation, the number of his publications was 300: from 1527 to 1535, the 
second decade, the number was 232, and from 1537 to 1546, the year of his 
death, the number was 183. His first book was published in November, 
1517, and he died in February, 1546,—an interval of 29 years and four 
months. In this time he published 715 volumes—an average of more than 
25 a year, or one a fortnight of bis public life. 


Another charming book, George Herbert's Poems, as well illustrated as it 
ought to be by Messrs. Birket, Foster, Noel Humphreys, and John Clayton, 
helps also to remind us that the days of étrennes are not fairly over, and 
forms a gift that would not be disdained, we think, even in Paris itself.

SECOND REGULAR TRADE SALE 


UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE 


NEW YORK BOOK PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 





1. CONTRIBUTORS AGREE TO CONTRIBUTE TO NO OTHER TRADE SALES IN NEW YORK, BESIDES THOSE AUTHOR. 
iZED BY THE COMMITTEE. 

2. The names of all contributors shall be drawn by lot, and the places of their invoices on the Catalogue shall be in the order they are thus 
drawn. Invoices of Stationery, Stereotype Plates, and Catholic Books, shall be placed together respectively by lot, and no two separate portions 
of the sale shall be carried on at the same time. 

3. The quantities of books invoiced in the Catalogue to be sold without reserve. 
an additional quantity of any line, not exceeding in amount that named in the Catalogue; unless the quantity named in the Catalogue shall be 
sufficient to amount at the retail price to $100, or upwards, in which case the contributor may duplicate without limit. Withdrawals or addi- 
tions (except under this rule), to be notified to the auctioneers, at least one week before the sale. 

4. Each line of the Catalogue to include a sufficient number of books to amount, at the retail price, to at least twenty-five dollars. 

5. No less quantity to be sold in one lot (except in case of balances) than is sufficient to amount, at the retail price, to five dollars. 

6. All books offered in the Catalogue to be in the hands of the Auctioneers before the sale commences. Any additional quantities sold, 
under the rules, to be delivered to the Auctioneers within twenty days after the conclusion of the sale. 

7. After the wants of the bidder have been supplied, any one desiring the balance, to have the preference over others desiring smaller lots 
When balances are offered a second time for competition, the lots shall be doubled; the third time, quadrupled; and so on, until all are sold. 

8. None but booksellers to be allowed to bid, or become purchasers at the sales. 

9. The Auctioneers to guarantee the delivery of all books sold, within thirty days after the close of sale. 

10. The Auctioneers shall cause all books to be insured while in their possession, to an amount within their value, estimated at Trade Sale 


The contributor to have the right at the time of sale to sell 


Prices, when.desired by the owners, charging therefor the cost of Insurance. 
11. Accounts of Sales to be rendered Thirty Days after the close of the sale, and to be payable in the notes of the Auctioneers, at four months 


from the last day of sale, subject to a charge of seven and-a-half per cent. for Commission and Guarantee, or in CASH (at the option 


of the contributor) subject to a charge of nine and a half per cent. for Commission, Guarantee, and Discount. Catalogue to be charged for, at 


two dollars per page. 

12. The charge to purchasers for boxes, packing, and shipping, shall be one per cent. on amount of bills. 

13, All deficiencies shall be reported to contributors within thirty days after the receipt of their goods; and if not so reported, the loss shall 
fall upon the Auctioneers. 

14, All goods not settled for within thirty days after the sale (and the purchasers not being deemed responsible for any loss that may accrue 
on a re-sale), may be charged back to the contributors free of all charge except freight and insurance. 

15. The Auctioneers appointed to hold these Sales, agree to hold no Trade Sale in New York except those under the direction of the Pub- 
ishers’ As:ociation. 

16. The sales to be under the general direction of the Executive Committee of the New York Book-Publishers’ Association, who shall de- 
termine whether Invoices offered are in accordance with the rules of the sale, and whose decision as to any question which may arise as to the 
intent of any regulation of the sale, shall be final.
